IOW A REPUBLICANS. 
They Throw Their Prohibition Follow ing 
Overboard. 
D es M oisés, April 2d.—The anti-prohi­ 
bition movement within the Republican 
party culminated in a State Conference to­ 
day, one hundred and nicety-six delegates 
being present, representing several thou­ 
sand Republicans. Chairman Collins, of 
Keokuk, said he was a life-long Drohibi- 
bitionist and had done all in his power to 
enlorce the law in his city, but had failed. 
Other speeches of a similar vein were 
made. 
Kx Governor Birkwood sent a 
letter in which, among other things, he 
said; "Personally I favor local option aud 
high license, with stringent regulations, 
but some of our prohibition friends say if 
such a change were made the Republican 
party would never carry an election in 
Iowa again. That looks to me very much 
like an attempt at bulldozing, and Repub­ 
licans never took kindly to that mode of 
argument. This policy was pursued lor 
some years by the extreme prohibitionists 
in the Republican States that have not 
adopted prohibition, and now is threatened 
here. It has not won in the past, and 1 
think will not in the future.” 
Hon. A. B. Cumins, of Des Moines, pre­ 
sented a report of the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions, which was received with great en­ 
thusiasm, The resolutions declare their 
unswerving allegiance to the principles of 
the Republican party, as enunciated in the 
Chicago platform, aud continue: 
We recognize the liquor trqffic as one which 
requires regulation, but insist that the object of 
such regulation should be to minimize intem­ 
perance aud mitigate its evil. Experience in 
this, as well a* other States, has conclusively 
shown that general prohibition, operating upon 
all communities alike, without respect to the 
habits, conditions, circumstances or desires, is 
not adapted either to suppress intemperance or 
to promote morals, and therefore the experi­ 
ment should he abandoned and the law so mod­ 
ified that those communities which desire a 
change shall hare the right to determine for 
themselves whether intoxicating liquors should 
be sold as a beverage within their limits. 
We are unalterably opposed to any attempt 
to introduce into the Constitution the doctrine of 
fctate prohibition. The organic State law ought 
not to have been cumbered with police regula­ 
tion of that character. Political organizations 
have no just right to bring into the declaration 
of principles a new doctrine unless it be one 
upon which substantially all the members 
agree. A large number of the Republicans of 
Iowa are and always have been opposed to gen­ 
eral prohibition. If the Republican party ad­ 
heres to the present position upon this question 
it is mamlesl that by such adherence it tends to 
exclude from its membership all those who be­ 
lieve the policy fatal to the best interests of the 
fctate, and inasmuch as the members of the pariy 
arc not agreed upon the subject, there is obvi­ 
ously but ove course which the party can hon­ 
orably pursue, and that is to rigorously exclude 
from the party platform every reference to it, 
leaving each Republican member of the legis­ 
lature full liberty to act with resjiect to it as his 
judgment may direct. 
The exjicrimcut of general prohibition has 
been faitnfully tried, and in many portions of 
the fctate lamentably failed. The Republican 
party cannot justily its further support as a 
party measure. 
Those members of the party holding our views 
cannot, with favor to themselves, longer lend 
tbeir aid to impose upon many communities all 
the evils of unlicensed, unrestricted and unreg­ 
ulated liquor-selling.

liquors through a medium of high license, and 
we insist on such a change in the platform of 
the Republican party as will enable us to stand 
honest y upon it, aud to assist In restoring the 
party to complete supremacy. 
SUICIDE AT DENVER. 
A Man Lately Freed From the Folsom 
Prison K ills H im self. 
D enver, April 2d.—Yesterday afternoon 
a man giving his name as George Hartman 
walked into Andrew Lang's saloon. He 
sat down on a chair a few minutes, and then 
was seen to take a revolver from his pocket, 
and, with a flourish and shouting in Ger­ 
man. “I’m tired of living,” fired it. The 
bullet entered his brain an inch above the 
right ear and passed through, coming out 
on the opposite side of the head. In a 
moment he was dead. The body was taken 
to the Coroner’s office and prepared for 
burial. 
' 
The suicide has a romantic history, and 
one associated with the Pacific coast. He 
was the older son of Baron von Hartman, 
Bud was known as Count Schermerman 
George von Hartman. It appears he was 
always of a darine disposition, reckless and 
fond of travel. When he arrived in the 
I uited States he found congenial spirits in 
all his travels. From New York he wan­ 
dered to Boston, thence to Washington, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, Kansas 
City, and thence out to San Francisco, In 
each city he ltd the dance, and made a 
howling time fur his mutual friends and 
admirers. 
At San Francisco he held out for some 
time, ami finally drifted down to Los An­ 
geles. This was where he met his fate. 
In all his travels he appeared not to have 
expressed much admiration for the fair 
sex, but when he struck the City of Angels 
he became smitten with a woman of rather 
shady character. 
She resided on Rose 
street, between First and Second, aud 
owned considerable property in that neigh­ 
borhood. She had been married twice be­ 
fore, and it was mildly hinied that her hus­ 
bands had died by aid of strychnine, but 
despite all these rumors the reckless Count 
thought he would try her once more, and 
accordingly the couple were married. 
One nigiit the Count returned home and 
a quarrel ensued. This trouple was tem­ 
porarily patched up, and both retired. Dur­ 
ing the night, however, the husband 
brooded over the aflair, and the matter so 
weighed on his mind that he determined 
to kill his wife. She was fast asleep, when 
he silently stole out of bed, procured his 
revolver, and then quietly returning he 
placed the muzzle within a few inches of 
her head and fired. The ball whizzed 
through her hair, but luckily inflicted only 
a scalp wound. 
Thinking his wife was d»ad, the disso­ 
lute nobleman picked up his clothing and 
fled. He was finally rnn down, ami it was 
with considerable difficulty that the Sheriff 
prevented a mob from lynching him. 
When the case came to trial the Connt was 
convicted aud sentenced to the Peniten­ 
tiary at Folsom for the term of one year. 
When he was liberated, a few weeks ago, 
be wrote to his wife, begging her forgive­ 
ness, and asked her to come and meet him 
in Denver. He arrived here a few dava 
ago, and has been enjoying a big drunk 
since. Y ts’erday morning be called on 
Fred Mendel and asked for the loan of $3, 
as he required it for a very important mat­ 
ter. Mendel refused to give the money to 
him, knowing he wonld squander it," but 
he secured it from some other friend. Tins 
was the money he used in purchasing the 
revolver. 
A peculiar fact connected with the sui­ 
cide was the place where the bullet en­ 
tered. It was the exact spot selec'ed by 
the Count when he attempted to kill his 
wife. 
The woman is expected in this city to­ 
day to take the body back to Los Angeles. 
The suicide is the result of dissipation. 
A LA McGINTY. 
The Statue of L iberty on B edloe’s Island 
is Slowly Sinking. 
New Y o rk , April 2d.—It is reported that 
Bedloe’s Island is slowly sinking into the 
waters of New York bay. A suspicion 
that such was the case has existed in the 
minds of those conversant with the local­ 
ity for the past year. Au examination by 
a few practical engineers during the past 
few days confirms this belief. Tbereisno 
doubt, it is said, that the Statue of Liberty 
is eight feet lower than when erected. 
Bedloe’s Island is a rock and was sup­ 
posed to be as enduring as the woild itself, 
and would be, v. ere it uot fot the fact that 


it is the extreme of an enormous shelf, 
underneath which is a bed ot quicksand, 
which extends across this section east and 
west. The Central Railway of New Jer­ 
sey croists it at one point, and it has been 
the cause of an immenseamonnt of trouble 
and work to that Corporation to keep its 
tract above ground. 
It is thought that the part of the shell 
of rock which forms the island has broken 
off, and the rock foundation of tbe statue 
is slowly but surely sinking out of sight. 
Of course the cause of the breaking of tbe 
rock shelf is not hard to tell; that calamity 
was undoubtedly caused by the immense 
weight of the stone pedestal on which tbe 
statue is placed. 


CORBETT AND SULLIVAN. 
The California Boy A nxious to M eet 
Boston’s Pride. 
N ew Y o rk , April 2d.—Pugilist Corbett 
was interviewed last evening. He said he 
had a proposition to meet Sullivan in a 
four round glove contest near New York 
within three weeks, which he would ac­ 
cept if permission was granted by the 
Olympic Club of San Francisco. 
He says he does not expect an easy time 
of it as he knows Sullivan is a different 
man than Kilrain. He doubts that any 
pugilist can defeat Sullivan with gloves. 
The articles of agreement are unsigned, 
but he understands that he will get a favor­ 
able verdict if be manages to stay four 
rounds. The police will probably not allow 
smaller than three-ounce gloves. 
Corbett wired the club requesting per­ 
mission to fight Sullivan. He modestly 
says be will endeavor to do himself justice, 
but makes no boasts. Suilivan expects to 
arrive from Boston to-morrow, when the 
match will probably be arranged. The 
contest will undoubtedly create great in­ 
terest. Corbett is due back in San Fran­ 
cisco April 29th. 
N ew Y o rk , April 2d.—Jim Corbett, or 
the “California Wonder,” as he lias been 
styled since be defeated Kilrain, when 
spoken to about the proposed contest with 
John L. Sullivan, said: “I am willing to 
meet Sullivan in any business office 
he may be pleased to name, to arrange 
terms for a four-round contest with 
gloves, within two weeks. 
This is 
the only stipulation, and I must in­ 
sist upon it as my leave of absence 
has nearly expired, and it is imperative that 
I return to my duties at the Olympic Ath­ 
letic Club. If Mr. Sullivan will agree to 
the time stipulated, I feel sure a match can 
be arranged.” 
Corbett spoke throughout the interview 
with modesty—in fact, it was a difficult 
matter to get him to say a word about the 
contest, tor fear, as he said, people would 
think him boastful. 


BLOODLESS DUEL. 
Two Southern Dudea M eet on the Field 
of Honor. 
W heeling (W. Va.), April 2d.—There 
was a duel yesterday morning on the 
Wheeling, West Liberty and Bethany 
turnpike, three miles from this city, which, 
although bloodless, created a great sensa­ 
tion in social circles. 
The principals were William Burt and 
Randolph Hicks, two society youths. 
While calling on a young lady a few davs 
ago Hicks insulted Burt, who read him" a 
lesson in etiquette. Thinking to humiliate 
Burt, Hicks sent him a challenge, which 
Burt promptly accepted and named swords 
as the weapons. This put the joker in a 
hole, and a mutual friend was called on, 
who, after a conference with the seconds, 
induced them to accept revolvers. 
Howard Simpson, the go-between, took 
charge of the weapons and extracted the 
bullets. Hicks was apprised of this, but 
Burt was left in ignorance. 
While on the way Burt, who had b?en 
esteemed a harmless dude by Hicks and his 
friends, handed letters to his mother and 
friends to his seconds, and taking his 
place showed himself possessed of all the 
nerve necessary. 
A t the first fire he shot in the air, and 
then stood the point blank aim of his op­ 
ponent, repeating this on the second fire. 
The wounded honor of both parties was 
then declared satisfied, and a return to the 
city was made. 
METHODISTS PROTEST. 
They Are O pposed to Alt Anti-C hinese 
M easures. 
New Y ork, April 2d.—The Methodist 
Episcopal New York East Conference 
adopted this afternoon, in Brooklyn, after 
discussion, a paper drawn up by Rev. 
Leonard, Secretary of the Missionary So­ 
ciety, and addressed to the Senate of the 
United States, which recited that the New 
York East Conference, composed of 270 
ministers and over 55,000 members, protest 
against the passage of the anti-Chinese bill 
which passed the House March 17th. The 
paper characterized the bill as unjust and 
fraught with danger to American mission­ 
aries in China. Rev. Mr. Leonard spoke, 
alleging if the bill is adopted the Chinese 
would retaliate and drive all our mission­ 
aries out of China. He asserted that the 
legislation was the work of politicians who 
could not use Chinamen. Rev. Joseph 
Pullman said he had never known a na­ 
tive Californian wbo did not object to the 
presence of the Chinamen. 


RIDDLED W ITH BULLETS. 
A Cattle Man Shot Down in Cold Blood 
Upon a Public Street. 
E l Paso (Tex.), April 2d.—At 9 o’clock 
to-night a most cowardly murder was com­ 
mitted across the river in Paso del Norte. 
W. S. Bolton and a man named Clayton, 
both cattlemen, met S. H. Cavitt, another 
cattleman, on the street and picked a quar­ 
rel with him, and without giving him any 
warning Clayton and Bolton drew their re­ 
volvers and began firing on Cavitt, wbo at­ 
tempted to retreat, but his assailants fol­ 
lowed him up, continuing their fire upon 
him until he fell deaS riddled with buliets. 
Ciayton and Bolton were arrested and 
are now in jail at Paso del Norte. The 
people on both sides of the river are very 
indignant, and threats of lynchiDg the 
murderers are openly made. Cavitt was a 
very wealthy and popular young man. A 
law suit is said to have been the cause of 
the affair.

BROKEN LEVEES. 
Condition of the Poor People in the 
Flooded D istricts. 
VicKWiCRO (Miss.), April 2d.—The Re­ 
lief Committee of Areola. Miss., has asked 
for a lot of tents, a r umber of people be­ 
ing homeless. The plantations on Bayou 
Vidal, in Louisiana, are being rapidly over­ 
flowed. The levees on the Tenas front 
near St. Joseph are holding out well, but 
there is great apprehension that the return 
of the water irom the Yazoo crevasses 
will cause a heavy rise in which case no 
levee on the lower Mississipi could stand 
the pressure of tha wind and water. 
MEMrnrs, April 2d.—The condition of 
the flooded district on the Mississippi side, 
between Tunica and Greenville, remains 
unchanged. Greenville is partially under 
water and little business is being done. 
Latest from K entucky. 
L o u isv ille , April 2d.—Reports from the 
storm-stricken sections still" continues to 
come in. 
Advices from Hampton, Ky . 
to-night state that six persons were killed 
and twenty injured in Livingstone county. 
Of the injured, five or six will die. The 
loss of live stock and poultry is very great 
and the farmers' losses will probably aggre­ 
gate $50,000. 
Muhlenberg county was also visited, 
twenty-five buildings being destroyed and 
a number of people injured. 
The Lottery Committee of the Legisla­ 
ture reported in favor of taking away the 
Frankfort Lottery charter, and will at once 
report a bill forbidding the operation of 
or any connection with a lottery under 
heavy penalty.

ery Company, was side-tracked. 
They 
intended to destroy all of it. Tbe saloon 
men here are expecting a visit from the 
crusaders. 
M asonic Row. 
C l e v e l a n d , April 2d.—County Recorder 
AndersoD, Probate Judge Chandler and A. 
E. Gilbert of this city, Cernean Masons, 
tiled a suit to-day against the Grand Lodge 
of Ohio, Grand Master Burdick and Forest 
City Lodge to oust certain masons who 
have become Cernean members. 
The

were to be heard to-night, and tbe alleged 
hearing would be a farce.

H orrible Crim e. 
N ew Y ork, April 2d.—Two young men 
have been arrtsted and a warrant is out 
fur the third, all members of the Tenth- 
avenue gang. They painted Thomas Kern’s 
face with vitriol while he slept under the 
influence of drugged liquors, at the insti­ 
gation of McNally, a saloon keeper, whose 
pjace was raided by the police through 
Kern's agency.

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MERCHANT m a r i n e . 
Interesting Points in the M ajority and 
M inority Reports. 
W a sh in g t o n, April 2d.—The House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish­ 
eries to-day reported a bill to place the 
American merchant marine engaged iu 
foreign trade upon an equality with that 
of other naiious. Tbe principal provisions 
have already been given. 
The report accompanying it says in part: 
The ocean trai snortatiou" of tlie United 
States averaged $240,000,000 annually for 
the past ten years. Taking our share 
of this trade at 75 per cent., we have the 
amount of $180.000,OoO, 10 per cent, of 
which is SlS.Ouo.OOO. Surely it would not 
be a bad investment for the "nation to pay 
out $18 annually to secure an opportunity 
to earn and save $180, but if this is too 
large make it 5 per cent. That would be 
double what tne bounty will call for in ten 
years to come. 
The estimate of ihe committee is that 
under the terms of the bill tbe payment in 
bounties for the first year would be for sail 
vessels, $1,(544.818 ; steam vessels, $1 715- 
922; total, $3,3tiO,75L 
Tne annual increase would be about five 
per cent., so it would be eight years oefore 
the annual bounty would amount to $5.­ 
000,000. Representative Fiihian submitted 
the minority report, which says the sub­ 
sidy would be creating and fostering a 
privileged class at the expense of the whole 
people. The minority believe the roost 
effective way to bring about a revival of 
the shipping industry is for Congress to 
place all materials used in the construction 
of ships upon the free list, repeal all laws 
ot restraint of trade, repeal the restrictive 
navigation laws, and peraiit merchants to 
buy their ships where they cau buy them 
the cheapest, and sail them under the 
American iDg. _______ 
Tlie A nti-Trust Rill. 
W ash in g to n , April 2d.—The anti-trust 
bill as reported to-day from the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary, in substance de­ 
clares every contract, combination in the 
form of a trust or otherwise, oraconspiracy 
in restraint of trade or commerce antoug 
the several States and Territories, or with 
foreign nations, or any Territory or State, 
is illegal. 
Every person who shall make such a 
contract or engage in such a combination 
or conspiracy, or shall monopolize or com­ 
bine, or conspire with any other person or 
persons to monopolize any part of the 
trade or commerce amoDg the several 
States or Territories, or with foreign 
nations, will be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $5,000, or imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both. 
Any property owned under any contract 
or by a combination, or pursuant to any 
conspiracy and being in the course of 
transportation, shall be forfeited to the 
United States and may be seized and con­ 
demned by like proceedings as those re­ 
garding property imported contrary to law. 
Any person who shall be injured in 
business or property by any other person 
or corporation by reason of anything for­ 
bidden by this Act, may sue in any Court 
of the United States und recover threefold 
the damages sustained, besides the cost of 
suit and attorneys’ fee. 
The Act includes corporations and asso­ 
ciations existing under or authorized by 
the laws of the United States aud Territo­ 
ries, or any foreign country.

Protection to O cean Travelers. 
Y\ a sh in g to n, April 2d —Representative 
Turner has introduced a preamble and 
joint resolution for the better protection of 
human life on the Atlantic Ocean. It calls 
attention to the recent accident to the 
City of Paris, and says tbat ihe rivalry be­ 
tween competing lines of steamships is so 
keen that considerations of safety and even 
humanity are often lost sight of," and holds 
that better protection to human life and 
property can be afforded by a system of 
ocean patrol than by any "other means. 
Such system of ocean patrol must necessa­ 
rily be maintained by different nations, 
and the bill instructs the President to com­ 
municate with forein Powers interested in 
trar.s-Atlantic travel, with a view of secur­ 
ing their co-operation in the establishment 
of an efficient system of ocean patrol.

Chief Justice and Secretary 
of the Territory; should have been w hipp'd at 
a cart's tail iu every country town iu the Terri­ 
tory.George—Is there any evidence in tlie record 
that the Legislature which this iron Hall meet­ 
ing claimed to be part, ever P--rlormed auy leg­ 
islative act or passed any law 
Gray—None whatever. Tito Governor never 
recognized this Iron Hall House, but recognized 
the House w hich met at the Court-house (the 
Uemocralic House), us the lawful and rightful 
House. 
Teller interrupted Gray to say that various 
communications had passed between the Iron 
Hali House and the Senate. 
Hoar—There is uo other lawful evidence of 
the title of the Governor, or any other State of­ 
ficer of Montana, except this very canvass 
which the Senator from Delnware savs has uo 
validity whatever. 
Gray then wt nt on to denounce the “indecent 
haste ’ with which the Territorial Canvassing 
Board had made its report and adjourned with 
a full kuowledee of the Tact that a Court of 
competent jurisdiction hod issued a peremptory 
mandamus ordering the abstract of votes iu Sil­ 
ver Bow county made aud furnished.

Gray went on to speak of the evidences of haste 
witli which the President's proclamation for 
the admission of Montana had been issued, lie 
did not accuse the President of being a partici- 
oator in the conspiracy, but alleged lhat the 
President had been persuaded by conspirators 
to make himself the instrument In consummat­ 
ing their design. The minority of theiccmmittee, 
he said, accepted the findings of the County 
Board ot Silver Bow countv, and they held that 
Clark aud Maginnis held '.awful credentials. 
Gray yielded the floor without concluding his 
argument, and tbe death of Representative 
Wilberiug was announced and tlie Senate ad­ 
journed. 
in the house. 
Washington. April Sd.—In the House to-day 
Baker of New Y’ork called up the bill authoriz­ 
ing jhe eonstr ctiou of a bridge aud approaches 
at New York City across the Hudson river, to 
regulate commerce in and over such bridge be- 
tw eeu the States of New York and New Jersey, 
and to establish such bridge a mil tarv and |iogt 
road. The bill was passed. 
The House then proceeded.to consideration of 
the Idaho admission bill. 
Dorsey of Nebraska, who has charge of the 
bill, made a speech in its favor. The only op­ 
position to the tulmissiou of Idaho, he said, 
came from the Mormons. They protested 
against the provision in the Constitution which 
disfranchised bigamists and polygamists and 
persons who are members ot associations w hich 
encouraged bigamy. 
Mansur criticised the provisions of tlie Con­ 
stitution disfranchising the Mormons, and said 
the real reason was tbe Mormons voted tlie 
Democratic ticket. 
Dubois earnestly advocated the admission ot 
Idaho, criticising the minority report. He said 
it proposed tnat bigamists aud polygamists 
should vote in Idaho. Weat right had mem­ 
bers of the minority to impose upon Idaho 
conditions which never before had been im­ 
posed upon any ctate eomiug iuto the Union. 
Smith of Arizona earnestly denounced the 
action of the Committee on Territories iu fail­ 
ing to report the bill for Arizona’s admission. 
Her people had been uniairly treated. Arizona 
had every qualification for Statehood, but the 
bill for her admission was to be smothered in 
committee because she had seen fit to send a 
Democrat to Congress. The Territory of New 
Mexico, with a popula'ion greater titan Idaho 
and Wyoming combined, was also kept iu the 
background. Was it because poor Joseph (the 
Delegate) had started wrong iu his youth, aud 
had become a I emocrat ' 
Cbipman. while favoring the admission of 
the Territories, criticised the proposed Constitu­ 
tion oi Idaho as an invasion ot sacied, individ­ 
ual religious rights. Polygamy was a crime 
which should not be tolerated, h u t'he Consti­ 
tution closed to the accused the Courts, the 
only asylums against passion and corruption. 
Perkins spoke in favor of the bill, and pend­ 
ing further debate the m atter went over till 
lo-morrow.

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HYPNOTISM AND CRIME. 


Dr. J. M. Charcot, in the Forum, con­ 
siders a question 
that 
interested 
the 
R kcokd-U kiok when the Eyraud case 
was brought to the attention of the French 
Courts. 
The proposition in that case was 
to hypnotize the woman under arrest and 
induce her to go through the dram atic 
features of the crime, in the hope to thus 
¿ain a clue for evolving the truth. 
Dr. 
Charcot puts this problem before 
his 
readers : 
i set a subject to sleep and place him in a 
sonam bulic slate. I th en say to h im : “ You 
kluiw A; be is a contem ptible fellow and is 
ev er trying to injure you; he m ust be put out of 
th e way. 
Here is a dagger. 1 o-moi row" — or 
ten days henee, lor the suggestion m ay extend 
over a considerable interval—“you will m ake 
your way lo his hom e; you will w ait till lie 
q uits th e house and you will stab him without 
pity. 
He m ust die. You aie not to rem em ber 
at all th at I told you to kill him . even it you be 
hypnotized again.” The subject takes the sug­ 
gestion and prom ises to kill the one who has 
■ecome his enem y. 
At the appointed hour he 
-Jib e at the place nam ed, and w ill deal the 
blow w ith a steady hand. 
W hether arrested or 
not tor the deed, lie w ill find ito u t of his power 
to reveal the nam e of th e one who put the dag­ 
ger in his band. The them e is an attractive 
one, but can the th in g be done? 


H is answer is, “Experim entally, ves.” 
But, he adds, fit subjects for such experi­ 
m ental tests are rare; m ainly they are 
women, because their peculiar constitution 
renders them subject to hysteria, and hys­ 
teria and hypnotism are near kin. 
Then, 
too, the subject, to he well under control, 
m ust be trained by repeatedly frequent 
hypnosis, aud finally there is always the 
possibility of resistance to the suggestion 
of the operator. 
W hile in the laboratory these “subjects” 
have been made to obey the suggestion to 
com m it crime, the doctor, who is an ex- 
|)ert in hypnotism and a foremost student 
o f it, does not have much faith that in 
real life the hypnotized can be thus con­ 
trolled. 
In the Eyraud case, we remem­ 
ber that the proposed exjreriment was to 
secure re-enactm ent of phases of the crime 
by the woman accomplice. 
But it ap­ 
pears to us that in such a case “sugges­ 
tion” m ust be elim inated. 
For, if who­ 
ever hypnotizes the sus|>ected criminal 
fails to suggest action, there is usually no 
result. 
B ut the doctor is confident that 
hypnotism can he made useful to the 
C ourts, if handled by experienced, intelli­ 
gent operators: so, too, it is a means to 
th e cure or alleviation of human pain, but 
in the hands of the unskillful it is a dan­ 
gerous weajHtn, and may, indeed is pretty 
sura lo, result sadly to the patient. 
T he conclusion is reached also that 
w hen one claims to have committed crime 
tinder hypnotic influence, it is valuable to 
th e Courts to prove by experim ent whether 
th e claim ant is hypnotizable. 
The iufer- 
■ence is left for us th a t if she proves not 
to be a “subject” her defense is weakened. 
B ut we confess that such tests as that in a 
C ourt of justice would smack of the days 
of witchcraft, when, if a suspected witch 
floated, it was taken as proof of guilt, and 
she was then duly burned at the stake ; 
hut if she sank and was drowned it was as­ 
sumed th a t she was no witch. 
Suppose 
th a t under 
the 
latter conditions the 
prisoner resisted or was not susceptible to 
hpnotization, would it not he cruelty to 
assume that she had not iherefore at an­ 
o th er time been deprived of her free will 
agency ? 
D r. Charcot admits that it is not possi­ 
b le to define the rules of expert testlmonv 
in the m atter of hypnotism. 
If so, then it 
cau never receive recognition as a means 
¡to th e detection of criminals. 
But l>r. 
C harcot gives two cases where innocence 
was established in the French Courts by 
hypnotic experim ent. A man accused and 
protesting innocence, was hypnotized by 
I)r. Mole* and made to perform the act 
w ith which he was charged. 
On lieing re­ 
stored to a normal condition he had no 
memory of it. precisely as he had no mem­ 
ory of the original act committed in a fir-t 
period of somnambulism. 
So, too, a girl 
charged with theft, in a hypnotic state had 
h e r memory awukcued, and repeated the 
crim e, and her innocence was thus estab­ 
lished—to the sali-faction of a French 
C ourt.

Bism arck a present was condemned. 
It 
was right action. 
As the meeting well de­ 
clared, German-Americans 
have sworn 
allegiance to this nation, and it would Ire 
unbecoming in them to do olieisance to a 
E uropean whose aristocratic and monarch­ 
ical beliefs are all opposed to the Am eri­ 
can idea. 
However much men may re­ 
spect the firmness of Bismarck and regret 
th a t he was removed by a hot-headed 


v o u n g Emperor, who lacks sense and e x ­ 
perience, and however much they may 
respect the masterly statesm anship of Bis­ 
m arck, it rem- ins that he is a representa­ 
tiv e o f the idea of imperialism. 
H e be­ 
lieves in class distinction', aud in the right 


o f one to rule over another by reason of 
the accident of birth. 
H e stands for mon­ 
archism and against republican govern­ 
ment in any of its forms. 
H e cannot) 
therefore, be complimented in such a way 
as proposed w ith any propriety. 
The 
German-Americans who have started the 
movement to send him a testimonial should 
pause to ponder upon the im propriety 


o f their action. 
If they are in sincerity 
Americans then they can be no longer 
Germans. 
They have foresworn allegiance 
to all princes and 
potentates, and as 
American citizens 
should not indulge 
in 
manifestations 
relating 
to 
the 
political affairs of another country to which 
they were one tim e attached. 
Bismarck 
has no love for free institutions. 
By birth 
and education he is the friend of the 
monarchical and the upholder of class. 
There is, therefore, nothing due him from 
free men, except the adm iration which 
manliness has for courage, ability and 
masterly statesm anship. H e was the father 
of German unity, and made the empire 
AYe have therefore said that the new 
Emperor has done ill for him self in com­ 
pelling the statesm an to resign ; but the 
people of G erm any have no reason to re­ 
gret the action, as it tends, along w ith the 
policy of the new Emperor, to the decline 
of the monarchical. 
Every effort of Kings 
and Princes of the earth to conciliate the 
masses and win them by concession of what 
they term “privileges,” but which the peo­ 
ple are discovering are inalienable rights 
that have all these ages been withheld 
from them by the hand of arbitrary power, 
has the tendency to develop the democratic 
spirit aud to broaden intelligence upon the 
question of free government. 
W hile we 
aiay, therefore, criticise the adm inistrative 
follies of the rulers of Europe, those who 
hope for the spread of the republican 
thought and the dissemination of the great 
truth, th at the right to govern springs from 
the consent of the governed, cannot hut be 
satisfied w ith every contention of the 
ruling class th at serves to educate the 
people to appreciation of the right of self­ 
government. 


CALIFORNIA AND COAST. 


The Murderous Deed of a Seventeen- 
Year-Old Boy. 


T h e advices from Iowa are that the 
foremost temperance people—at least large 
numbers of them —in all parts of the State 
are seeking to have the prohibitory law- 
modified. 
They find that prohibition does 
not work the reforms claimed for it, and 
that better results can be attained under 
high license w ith regulation and other 
provisions of control. 
M ainiy, the new 
movement finds its workers in the R epub­ 
lican ranks ; very largely they are people 
who originally favored and worked for 
prohibition. 
Ex-Congressman Thompson 
is one of the more active workers for a 
modification of the law, and Hon. John N. 
Irwin, of Keokuk, is another, both leading 
men. These gentlemen declare th at where 
a majority of the people are opposed to 
prohibition, it 
cannot be enforced—in 
other words, they discover th at any law to 
he effective must have behind it the senti­ 
ment of the people, and without th at re­ 
serve force it is a dead letter. 
Clubs to 
promote this new movement have been 
formed all over the State, and a conven­ 
tion of these organizations has been called 
to meet on the 2d of A pril. 
A t th at con­ 
ference a very anim ated “time” is antici­ 
pated, and debate of the whole question is 
to be engaged in. 
This movement has 
high value to all observant people who are 
watching the progress of the effort to con­ 
serve public good by control of the liquor 
traffic. 
T hat this effort is being made 
throughout the country in greater calm 
than ever before is undeniable, but at the 
same time it is a stronger and more vigor­ 
ous effort, and one th at has greater mo­ 
mentum than any that have ¡.receded it 
upon this subject. 
Seutim ent is found to 
have the secondary place in it, and m unici­ 
pal economy the first. 
The people are 
considering now more than ever what the 
true economies of this question of regula­ 
tion are, and the disposition is to deal 
with the liquor problem w ithout bitter­ 
ness, but w ith vigor and an eye single to 
the conservation of the highest interests of’ 
economic and well-ordered government. 
No one can look over the field of agitation, 
that now includes nearly every State in 
the Union, and not reach this conclusion, 
who observes critically and dispassion­ 
ate! v.

The unlawful act was witnessed by 
the hired girl, who prevented the commis­ 
sion of the crime. 
The daughter and 
hired girl came to Fresno and told Boze­ 
m an tne story of the alleged attack. Boze­ 
m an sum moned his friends and was about 
lo make an attack on Colon, when it was 
decided to have him arrested. Colon was 
arrested by Constable Johnston this m orn­ 
ing at Sanger and bronght to Fresno and 
placed in jail. There is strong talk of 
lynching. 
Trouble is anticipated. 
The 
prelim inary exam ination has not been set. 


D R . W IL L E Y ‘‘F A L S T A F F .’’ 


T h e G en erals. M ajors anil C ap tain s o f th e 
In d u stria l A rm y. 
Sa n F rancisco, April 2d.—Early this 
morniDg about fifteen stalw art representa­ 
tives of the “Grand Industrial Army,” 
headed bv Dr. W illey, called on Mayor 
Pond and stated to him that they had a 
petition addressed to Congress, asking that 
an appropriation of $5,000,000 be made im ­ 
mediately for the purpose of erecting pub­ 
lic buildings upon which the unemployed 
may be set to work. The Mayor asked how 
m any persons were represented by his 
callers. 
W illey, who acted as spokesman, 
stated there were already 700 unemployed 
laborers enrolled in the “ Grand Industrial 
A rm y,” and that those present were the 
Colonels, Majors and Captains of that or­ 
ganization. 
Mr. Pond expressed surprise at the num ­ 
bers, saying his observation was that there 
are no more idle men in the city now than 
usual after an inclement winter, whereupon 
the delegation said that Secretary McKin­ 
ley would call upon him with the actual 
figures, and they left w ithout asking the 
Mayor to sign their petition. 


M U R D E R A N D SU IC ID E . 


I t is announced that Secretary Tracy 
has found th at the report of the McCalla 
court-m artial justifies him in holding Mc­ 
Calla guilty upon four of the charges laid 
against him. 
This is the first instance on 
record of a Secretary of the Xavy taking 
up a report of that character the instant 
of receipt and_at once passing upon it. 
It 
is evident th at Mr. Tracy is a man of 
promptness. 
The findings of fact against 
McCalla certainly justify the judgm ent 
at which the Secretary has arrived, if the 
daily newspa¡>er report of the trial are to 
be accepted as fairly accurate. 
W e fol­ 
lowed them closely, and believe th at guilt 
was clearly established, th at the passion­ 
ate Commander violated naval regulations 
and outraged hum anity in the treatm ent 
of the men under him , and th at he proved 
himself on the trip of the Enterprise, from 
Kuroj>e home, to be unfit to be intrusted 
with the great power that of necessity 
must be vested in the commander of 
a ship.

THE COMMISSIONERS AGREE, HOW­ 
EVER, UPON A CAPTAIN. 


T im o th y L ee Is T lieir C h o ic e -A n o th e r 
M eeting W ill be H eld T o-D ay— 
T h e C aucuses. 


There was no abatement of the interest 
in the police political fight yesterday, and 
there was no settlement of it, either. 
Three tired and sleepy Commissioners 
ambled down to the police station in the 
forenoon, and again locked themselves up 
in Chief Drew’s office for another weary 
caucus. The crowd of politicians and wire­ 
pullers on the outside was fully ss large as 
it was on the previous day, and was equally 
as noisy and impatient, despite the fact 
that the regular meeting of the Commis­ 
sioners was not to take place until 2 o'clock. 
But they were all there for news, and all 
sorts oí rumors of “it’s settled” and “they’re 
fighting over the Captain” were plentifully 
peddled out ny those who pretended to be 
on the inside. 
Nothing definite was known by anybody, 
and, even when the caucus broke up, the 
Commissioners would give out no informa­ 
tion to the crowd, except that thev had not 
yet agreed. 
IT WAS THE SAME OLD STORY. 
The Commissioners had not reached an 
agreement for the same reasons that pre­ 
vented one the evening before—each had 
too ntanv names on his list, and was de­ 
termined that they should stand. When 
Tuesday evening’s caucus broke up a sum­ 
ming up of the Commissioners’ lists showed 
that there were seventeen names, while 
only fifteen places would be filled. These 
did not include the Captain. Upon resum­ 
ing the caucus yesterday morning, four 
more applications had been filed bv per­ 
sons desiring to be made police officers, 
making fifty-six in all. It is needless to 
add, though, that these four names did not 
affect the situation any. The Commis­ 
sioners were trying to get rid of a surplus, 
rather than increase it. At all events, the 
caucus was no more successful than the 
previous ones. The seventeen names re­ 
mained immovable, though it was reported 
that one had been dropped, leaving six­ 
teen, and that the only obstacle in the way 
of an agreement was the names ot H. G. 
Carroll and J. J. Simmons. One of these 
it was said had to be dropped, but tbe 
friends of both were fighting hard for them. 
This caucus broke up and another con­ 
vened in the afternoon shortly before the 
hour set for the public meeting. This laat 
caucus lasted until 3:15 p. m. 
THE SECOND PUBLIC MEETING. 
The Commissioners then filed into the 
crowded Police Court. When they had 
taken their seats Mayor Comstock ad­ 
dressed the crowd as follows: “This is the 
meeting for appointing police officers for 
the next year We don’t seem to agree 
upon tbe police force, but we have agreed 
on the Captain—that is, we did so infor­ 
mally.’’ 
At this juncture R. G. Breckenridge.who 
ran as an independent candidate for Chief 
of Police at the recent city election, and 
who has since put in his application for 
the office of Captain, arc.se and addressed 
the Commission. "I have been persuaded 
by my friends,’’ he said, “to make a few 
remarks to you. I am aware, Mr. Com­ 
stock. that you were a candidate for Mayor, 
and I was the instrumental partv that got 
you in, and I would—” 
“That s all right, sir,” interrupted the 
Mayor; “Your application is on file, and 
has been considered.” 
Breckenridge wanted to talk some more, 
but.the ominous glances shot at him by 
the Commissioners caused him to retire, 
but not before he had announced that his 
friend “Doctor” Curtis would say some­ 
thing in his behalf. 
The “doctor” was perfectly willing, and 
started in to do so, but he was unceremoni­ 
ously “sat on” by the Commissioners. 
LEE CHOSEN CAPTAIN. 
When the merriment occasioned by this 
incident subsided, the Mayor announced 
that the Commission was ready to vote on 
the office of Captain. 
This was the signal for each Commis­ 
sioner to haDd over a folded ballot to 
Clerk Duden. The latter opened them and 
read them to the crowd. 
The first one 
read: “For Captain of Police Timothy Lee.” 
The second ballot read the same. The 
third, however, was for Enoch Dole. 
“Timothy Lee having received the ma­ 
jority, 1 dec are him elected Captain of 
Police.” announced Mayor Comstock. 
The Commissioners then heid a whis­ 
pered conference for a few minutes, at the 
end of whicb Chief Drew arose and moved 
for a postponement of further proceedings 
until this morning at 9 o'clock. 
CHIEF DREW DOUBTFUL. 
“Do you think you will have reached an 
agreement by to-morrow morning?” asked 
a R ecord U n io n reporter of Chief Drew 
shortly alter the meeting adjourned. 
The Chief smiled, and saiil it was possi­ 
ble, but very doubtful. “We will do our 
best.” he said, “but Pm afraid it will be 
like the others. You see, the matter has 
come right down to a question as to which 
of us must throw down our friends. I cer­ 
tainly don’t want to withdraw any of my 
names, and the other two Commissioners 
are placed in the same predicament. We 
might get around it to-night, but I’m very 
doubtful of it.” 
As was expected, the Police Commis­ 
sioners did not better matters materially 
last night. In fact, they did not hold a 
caucus that could be called a caucus Tbpy 
met, but each was so determin >d that he 
would not surrender that no furtner at­ 
tempt was made to heal the breach. 
AMICO’S WIND-UP. 
A Brilliant Affair L ast N ight at T u rn e r 
H all. 
The Amico Club closed its season of 
dancing iast evening by giving a successful 
and enjoyable party at Turner Hall. This

RACING ON SNOW-SHOES. 


GALA DAYS AMONG THE MINERS IN 
PLUMAS COUNTY. 


A n n n al C o m p etitio n B etw een F o u r S ierra 
T ow ns—G rap h ic D escrip tio n of 
th e R aces. 


A Sacramento commercial traveler writ­ 
ing from Johnsville, Plumas county, gives 
the following account of snow-shoe racing 
np at Gib8onville: 
During my stay at La Porte, Plumas 
county, I had occasion to witness the snow- 
shoe races, and I think it worth while to 
write about it. 
The four mining towDS, La Porte, Gib­ 
son ville, Howland Flat and Portwine, hold 
every year a series of snow-shoe races, and 
there is just as much excitement and bet­ 
ting there as at a horse race below. 
It is held to be a great honor for a town 
if one of its runners comes out victorious 
in one of the races, and the lucky winner 
is the object of considerable praise and ad­ 
miration. Each town furnishes more or 
less contestants and the races always last 
two days and are for purses from $75 to 
$150. 
The snow-shoes used for running differ 
from the common traveling shoe in length 
and finish. The bottom of the race-shoe 
is of the finest workmanship, and is very 
smooth and hard finished. 
The race- 
shoe’s length is twelve to fifteen feet, its 
width three and a half to four inches. One 
end is turned up from four to six inches, 
and the foot stands in a strap four inches 
wide, which just fits over the foot in the 
middle of the shoe. To make the shoe go 
fast it is necessary to put a preparation 
called “dope” on the bottom. Dope is 
composed of different chemicals and drugs, 
sperm oil being the most important. There 
is dope for dry, dope for wet, for hard and 
soft snow. Each town, as a genera! thing, 
is the owner of a good recipe for making 
good race-dope. and guards it carefully 
against outsiders. A good recipe for dope, 
or a kind of dope which won previous 
races, is worth its weight in gold, and 
some men up here spend considerable time 
and money m ating dope. The dope is 
rubbed on the bottom of the shoe and 
makes it as slick as ice. 
The dace where 
the races at LaPortccame off isasteep hill, 
and the course measures 1.470 feet. The 
grade is an angle of forty degrees, and is 
the best and fastest track in the circuit. 
All race-tracks are on a hill; the runners 
go down-hill and the longer and steeper 
the hill the faster the speed. Four men 
start together, twelve feet apart. They 
compose a squad, and tbe winners of each 
squad forms a new squad till finally the 
two remaining run the “saw-off” or the 
finish race. At the sound of the drum the 
ruuuers start; the one crossing the line 
at the bottom of the hill first is the winner. 
Several judges, time-keeper, and starters 
look after the proper run of things, while a 
referee is appointed to decide in case of any 
difficulty. 
At the opening day’s race there were 
twenty-five starters. It was for a purse of 
$100. Tom Costello, of Gibsonville, a fine 
build young fellow, won it. Time was 23 
seconds for 1,470 feet. His opponent came 
in one-half second behind him. The race 
for the entrance purse was captured by W. 
Roster, of Gibsonville, and thus Gibson­ 
ville “done” was king for the first day. 
The second day’s races where a little 
faster, and there was more betting and ex­ 
citement than on the first. Ten started for 
the purse, W. Ryan, of Gibsonville, coming 
out ahead: Time, 21 seconds. W. Hill­ 
man, of La Porte, won the entrance money. 
Time, 21 seconds. It seems that Gibson­ 
ville is ahead in making dope, as every 
race her boys are in she wins one or more 
purses. 
Men have no idea how fast these rftiners 
go, unless they see them. It is more like 
flying, and the Lord helped the runner who 
gets nervous and falls, for it will kill him. 
When the sign for the start is given, the 
runners use a pole—a otick about four feet 
loDg, to push themselves for about forty 
feet, then they bend or sit down, drawn in 
their shoulders and head so as to give the 
air as little resistance as possible, bold 
their breath and, like a bullet, they whiz 
down the hill. After crossing the line they 
sit or ride their poles, bearing heavily on 
them so as to check their speed. Two 
races are run each day, a race for a purse 
and the race for the entrance money, »9 
each runner pays $2 entrance money. The 
raefs commence at 1 p. m. and last till 
5 and 6 p. m. People for twenty-five miles 
around came and witness the races. The 
miners lay off for the occasion and every­ 
body enjoys a holiday. All come on snow- 
shoes, and just as many ladies and chil­ 
dren as men are on the ground. Some­ 
times there is also a ladies’ and children’s 
race. Each town has some good runners, 
and it is not the runner on whom the bet­ 
ting and in whose honor the cheering is 
done, it is the town he represents or whose 
dope he uses. Of course, you can also find 
a man behind a rough pine-board bar with 
a few bottles and cigars on, where you can 
take a drink and discuss the merits’ of tbe 
dope. A good many drinks are taken and 
a good many dollars are spent on these 
days. The hotels are crowded, gambling is 
goiDg on in the saloons, and you can bear 
the rattle of money on tbe green tables all 
night. 
Scores of hard-working miners 
come irom their diggings in the backwoods 
with their pockets full of money, get nd of 
it at the green table and return home 
broke, to return to next year’s races and do 
it over again. There is also a social dance 
in the evening, and the winners of the 
races are the heroes of the day. The purses 
are gotten up by the saloon and sporting 
men of the town, and they can afford to 
put up a purse, as they reap a golden harv­ 
est on the evening of the races. The race 
season is during March, and each town 
holds its races on a Friday and Saturda-; 
one week one town, next week the other, 
and so on, but all take part in every race. 
T am told that the races are no more 
what they used to be in the good old times, 
when races for purses from $1.006 to $5.000 
were a common thing. The fastest time on 
record was made in 1881. when, at the 
Gibsonville tace-track, 1320 fett lot g 
was made in 14 seconds, which is almon 
sixty-five miles an hour. Accidents are 
very rare, as the runners are all experi­ 
enced snowshoers and practice for weeks 
ahead. 
BURGLARS AT WORK. 
T hey M ake a S uccessful R aid on a W ine 
C ellar. 
Some time during Tuesday night or early 
yesterday morning thieves broke into the 
liquor and grocery establishment of Maz- 
zini Bros., on K street near Third. 
An entrance was effected from the Third 
street side by means of a coal-shute in 
front of a restaurant which leads under 
the sidewalk. The wooden partition whicb 
separates Mazzini’s place from the restau­ 
rant was broken down and tbe thieves 
rummaged about the wine cellar to their 
heart's content, tapping various casks of 
liquors, and finally making a raid on tbe 
grocery department. From the latter place 
they carried off several dozen cans of sar­ 
dines. a quantity of soap, a thiee-gallon 
can of lucca oil, a case of claret, and vari­ 
ous other articles. 
Police officer McLaughlin was notified of 
the burglary and made an investigation 
yesterday afternoon. It is believed that 
the thieves have been located, and some 
arrests will probably be made to-day. 
REWARD OFFERERS. 
T hey M ust P u t th e M oney C p B efore 
A ny th in g W iil be D one. 
Chief of Police Drew Las made a rule 
that hereafter when parties offer a reward 
for the arrest and conviction of persons 
against whom they have a grievance, the 
reward must be deposited with the officer 
in charge at the Police Station, before any 
circulars or postals will be issued announc­ 
ing that there is a reward. 
Chief Drew states as his reason for mak­ 
ing this order, that frequently In snch 
casea when criminals are apprehended, 
those who offer the reward go back on 
their word, and the responsibility neces­ 
sarily tails on the Chief of Police. 
AMUSEMENTS. 
The Metropolitan Theater was well filled, 
in the upper section overcrowded, by a 
satisfied and thoroughly well pleased audi­ 
ence last night. The Hanlon brothers 
presented the spectacular fairy piece, “Fan­ 
tasma.” The story is simply that of the 
contest between the spirits of good and 
evil for possession of a human being. It 
involves the trials of a pair of young 
lovers whom Zanaliel seizes, and the ludri- 
cions adventures of a clown with the imps 
of Satan. The company is large and strong, 
and is seen mainly in pantomine. The 
scenery is very fine, and the mechanical 
effecls are numbered by the score and are 
exceedingly clever. A large nnm btr of 
them are new, or at least new in applica­ 


tion to the action of “Fantasma.” The 
spectacle is in three ac’s and twenty-six 
scenes.

A STRANGE BEING. 
H e is F o u n d in C ap ito l P a rk an d Shot a t 
by a A V atclnnan. 
Police officer Snook was patrolling his 
beat in the vicinity of the Capitol last 
night at about 10 o’clock when he heard a 
pistol shot and loud cries in the park. He 
hurried to the scene and found the park 
watchman, Mr. Alsatia, engaged in a hand- 
to-hand conflict with an aged Mexican, 
who was barefooted and scantily clad. The 
officer went to the watchman’s' assistance 
immediately and soon had the handcuffs 
on the strange-looking being, who was try­ 
ing vainly to gouge the eyes out ol the 
watchman. 
Upon arriving at the Police Station the 
old Mexican gave his name as Lopez An­ 
tonio, and said he was recently from Marys­ 
ville. When questioned regarding the dif­ 
ficulty in the park, he stated that, being 
without a place to sleep, he laid down in 
one ot the little sheds used by the stone­ 
cutters who are putting in the new steps 
around the Capitol. He was aroused by 
tbe watchman, he said, very roughly. The 
latter kicked him. and when he expostu­ 
lated the watchman drew his pistol and 
shot at him. After this he says the watch­ 
man struck him over the head with a club, 
and the prisoner exhibited a cut on his 
head to substantiate his statement. 
The watchman visited the police station 
later and said that when he woke the old 
man up, the latter bombarded him with 
heavy chips of granite which were lying 
about the place, and thinking to frighten 
him, he drew his revolver and fire a shot in 
the air. He denied, however, that he 
struck the old man on the head, causing 
the wound referred to. 
The old man is no doubt mentally un­ 
balanced, as he talked incoherently at 
times and insisted upon disrobing and 
parading about the police station in his 
nude condition. He will probably be ex­ 
amined for insanity.
